tion to development of a new sideline to con­ 


tribute to farm wealth. It is production of toma­ 
toes on a com m ercial basis adequate to support 


a flourishing canning industry. 


K earney County farm ers, alw ays alert to di­ 
versity of the farm operation, thanks to a growth 
in irrigation, have justification for encourage­ 
ment on the basis of a report made by two ex­ 
perts imported from Illinois. 
They have been 
told that central Nebraska land is “ ideal” for 
tomato raising, that costs of production range 
about $250 an acre, and that tomatoes from 
a single acre should average 18 Ions at $30 a ton. 


A successful tomato indnstrv. we are told, has 
its own requirements. 
Soil is one, and when 
it cam e to soil the Illinois experts were en­ 
thusiastic about condì»ions they iound in oertral 
Nebraska. In addition to s'^il. factors to be con­ 
sidered 
include 
natural 
drainage, 
continuing 


fertility, the latter presumably looking toward 
constant feeding, and finally, adequate facilities 
for irrigation. 
But success is not easy. 
Land 
must be carefully chosen, particularly when it 
conies to drainage. 
Preparation of the soil 
probably is the most important single step. 
Tomatoes s^honld be planted on fall plowing, if 
possible, because most weeds can be cleared 
out of the field that way. 
Sometimes it is ad- 
vi.sable to disc five or six times before the 
planting is undertaken, with the final discing 
the day before the planting begins. 
Fin ally, 
an average ot from 3,400 to ,3.6(X) plants to the 


acre will insure the best results. 
Nebraska agriculture has taken long strides in 
diversification since the early days of a three-crop 


state. 
E v e ry crop added to the com m ercial pro­ 
duction contributes its measure to stability. 
We 
hope these central Nebraska counties realize 


their dream of a new canning industry. 
W e 
haven't any doubts about the quality of the 


tomato that region can produce.

As he said in his ad­ 
dress to Republicans at Spokane, 
he has come to a realization of 
the threat to freedom inherent in 
the present security system as a 
result of two years of sitting, lis­ 
tening and thinking. 
After hi.s defeat for re-election in 
1952, Cain was appointed by P re si­ 
dent Eisenhower to be a member 
of the Subversive Activities y^on- 
trol Board. This board has respon­
